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Protestants-United 
Defends  Barden  Bill

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— (RN8>— Dr. 
Glenn  L.  Archer,  executive  director  of 
Protestants  and  Other  Americans 
United  for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State,  issued  a  statement  here  de¬ 
fending  Representative  Graham  A. 
Barden,  <D>  of  North  Carolina  for 
his  sponsorship  of  a  federal  educa¬ 
tion  bill  which  would  permit  use  of 
funds  only  by  public  schools. 

Dr.  Archer  said  a  recent  attack  on 
the  bill  by  Francis  Cardinal  Spellman 
in  New  York  was  “unfair  and  un- 
American.” 

He  added  that  the  type  of  bill  Mr. 
Harden  was  sponsoring  was  the  only 
kind  “which  fully  accords  with  the 
concept  of  religious  freedom  be- 
queathed  to  this  nation  by  Thomas 
Jefferson,  who  said  To  compel  a  man 
to  furnish  contributions  of  money  for 
propagation  of  opinion  which  he  dis¬ 
believes  is  sinful  and  tyrannical. ' " 

“Does  the  cardinal  wish  to  fasten 
upon  this  nation,"  he  asked,  “a  pat¬ 
tern  of  public-supported  and  church- 
controlled  education  from  which  our 
forefathers  fled,  and  from  which  mil¬ 
lions  of  Europeans,  including  Roman 
Catholics,  demand  to  be  freed?" 

Dr.  Archer  said  the  Barden  bill  was 
not  antl-Catholic  because  “the  ma¬ 
jority  of  Roman  Catholic  children 
now  attend  public  school.”

SANTA  FE.  N.  M  — A  formal  Judg¬ 
ment  barring  139  members  of  Roman 
Catholic  orders  from  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  New  Mexico  was 
filed  In  district  court  here  by  Judge 
K.  Turner  Hensley. 

The  long-awaited  Judgment  tn  the 
so-called  “Dixon  case”  forbids  state, 
county,  or  district  school  officials  to 
hire  the  barred  teachers  or  pay  them 
with  public  funds. 

The  11-page  judgment  grants  a 
permanent  injunction  confirming  aU 


the  major  points  in  a  decision  which 
Judge  Hensley  rendered  last  March* 
At  that  time  he  ruled  in  favor  of  a 
group  of  Protestants  seeking  te  oust 
garbed  Catholic  teachers  and  to  out¬ 
law  alleged  sectarian  practices  front 
public  schools  of  the  state. 

H.  J.  Outhmann,  a  counsel  for  the 
defendants,  said  It  Is  not  yet  known 
whether  the  judgment  will  be  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  State  Supreme  Court. 
However,  It  is  generally  believed  here 
that  an  appeal  is  probable.

state  school  board  is  enjoined  from 
adopting  a  list  of  textbooks  for  any 
particular  school,  from  issuing  texts 
to  non  tax-supported  schools,  from 
furnishing  free  "indoctrinated”  texts 
to  Catholic  schools. 

All  state  defendants  other  than  the 
named  teachers  are  prohibited  in  the 
judgment  from  paying  tax  money  to 
schools  “conducted  or  operated  under 
circumstances  resulting  in  a  failure 
to  separate  Chureh  and  State.** 

The  judgment  holds  that  public 
funds  have  been  illegally  used  “in 
furtherance  of  the  dissemination  of 
Roman  Catholic  religious  doctrines” 
in  schools  listed  in  the  suit. 

Also  in  the  judgment  are  provisions 
which  bar  officials  from  using  build¬ 
ing  for  public  school  purposes  “when 
said  buildings  or  space  in  buildings 
does  not  remain  under  the  absolute 
control  of  the  State  or  one  of.  Its 
subdivisions,  or  when  such  building 
is  of  a  nature  to  exert  a  sectarian 
influence* 

The  judgment  holds  further  that 
conducting  public  school  classes  In 
rooms  where  religious  emblems  are 
displayed,  and  housing  public  schools 
in  buildings  where  parochial  or  pri¬ 
vate  classes  are  also  held  are  viola¬ 
tions  of  either  the  state  or  national 
Constitutions.

Christ  within  our  hearts.

The  Everyday  Jesus 

“And  all  bore  him  witness,  and  won¬ 
dered  at  the  gracions  words  that  pro¬ 
ceeded  out  of  his  mouth.  And  they  said. 

Is  not  this  the  Carpenter  s  sou?” 

.  Jesus  spent  his  first  birthday  wrapped 
in  his  mother's  underskirt,  lying  on  a 
bed  of  hay  in  an  everyday  stall  sleeping 
among  donkeys  and  cows,  the  lowly 
creatures  of  everyday  life. 

He  lived  in  the  home  of  plain  parents 
whom  he  respected  and  obeyed.  Here 
among  brothers  and  sisters  an  argu¬ 
ment  was  an  everyday  incident. 

Though  misunderstood  Jesus  never  be¬ 
came  discouraged.  Everyday  he  seemed 
conscious  of  God's  misstou  to  Ms  Hfe. 
He  believed  in  work  and  assisted  his 
Father  in  the  carpenter’s  shop,  making 
with  his  hands  things  people  used  every¬ 
day. 

He  built  no  temples,  carved  no  statues, 
painted  no  masterpieces,  yet  his  para¬ 
bles  are  living  pictures  of  plain  folk 
in  their  everyday  lives.  He  wrote  no 
books,  yet  his  verbal  philosophy  is  quot¬ 
ed  more  than  the  sayings  of  any  writer. 

Jesus  began  and  ended  his  career 
among  the  plain  everyday  people.  He 
knew  their  language  and  talked  with 
about  their  everyday  things:  bread 
and  salt,  sheep  and  goats.  liBes  and 
light,  trees  and  vines,  money  and  sin, 
family  and  friends,  people  and  pearls. 
Hr  loved  the  plain  everyday  people  and 
they  heard  him  gladly. 

His  courageous  spirit  was  softened  by 
gentle  manners,  mercy,  kindness  and 
love  for  all  people.  To  him  all  men  were 
brothers  regardless  of  race,  color  or 
creed. 

Jesus  not  only  studied  and  lived 
among  the  everyday  things  of  Hfe  hot 
was  well  informed  on  the  important 
events  of  his  day,  and  it  was  no  surprise 
;e  “As  no  man  ever  spoke.” 
Through  the  plain  everyday  things 
Jrsus  taught  man  to  know  the  things 
that  endure:  that  everyday  bread  is  less 
important  than  vital  truth,  that  “man 
shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,'  that 
more  attention  should  he  given  to  what 
is  put  in  the  head  and  heart  than  to 
an  array  of  clothing  for  the  body.  He 
told  Martha  It  was  wiser  to  study  right 
Uviag  than  to  worry  over  preparing  a

Other  Groups  Adopt 
Minority  Reports 

It  seems  that  the  adoption  of 
minority  reports  is  not  confined 
to  Southern  Baptists.  Our  readers 
will  recall  that  several  minority 
reports  were  adopted  at  the  recent 
convention  in  Oklahoma  City.  In 
fact,  most,  if  not  all.  the  minority 
reports  at  Oklahoma  City  were 
adopted. 

As  proof  of  the  fact  that  others 
do  not  always  agree  with  the  ma¬ 
jority  reports  we  quote  two  re¬ 
cent  news  dispatches: 

The  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  adopted  a  budget  of 
$6,173,830,  $1,326,170  below 
the  goal  set  for  1948.  Of  this 
amount,  47  per  cent  will  go 
for  foreign  missions.  The  en¬ 
larged  amount  for  foreign 
missions  was  adopted  over 
the  recommendation  of  the 
Convention's  finance  commit* 
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According  to  Southern  Baptist 
Home  Missions  the  women  of 
First  Church,  of  Live  Oak,  Fla., 
arranged  for  a  Baptist  exhibit  at 
the  Suwannee  County  Fair,  ami 
hundreds  of  visitors  were 
reached  with  the  gospel  message. 
Bibles  were  given  free  to  those 
living  in  a  home  where  there  was 
no  Bible.  By  transcription  out¬ 
standing  Baptist  speakers  were 
heard  from  the  booth;  members 
of  the  W.  M.  S.  sold  subscriptions 
to  various  Baptist  publications  dis¬ 
tributed  free  tracts. 

Commenting  on  this  the  Watch- 
ma  n-Exa  m  iner  sa  id : 

What  the  First  Church  of 
Live  Oak  has  done  ought  to 
be  done  by  hundreds  of  other 
churches  throughout  t  h  e 
Southland  at  county  and  state 
fairs.  At  the  great  state  fair 
held  annually  at  Dallas,  Tex¬ 
as,  which  attracts  over  a  mil¬ 
lion  visitors,  Christian  Scient¬ 
ists  have  an  attractive  booth, 
and  thus  reach  thousands  of 
visitors  with  their  literature. 
For  some  two  or  three  years 
Dr.  Walter  McKenzie  has  had 
a  booth  for  the  Texas  United 
Drvs,  and  he  has  found  it 
highly  profitable. 

It  is  not  too  early  for  Rap¬ 
ists  to  begin  arrangements 
for  such  booths  at  county  and 
state  fairs  throughout  the 
South.  They  should  be  attrac¬ 
tive,  tlie  denominational  pa¬ 
pers  of  the  various  states 
should  be  available  for  distri¬ 
bution,  as  well  as  copies  of 
Southwide  circulation,  such 
as  Home  Life,  Missions,  and 
the  .Commission,  and  other 
features  should  be  included 
that  will  reach  the  people 
with  the  gospel  message.  Lit¬ 
erally  millions  of  people 
should  be  reached  iji  1949 
during  the  fair  season. 

May  we  add  our  own  word  of 
commendation  and  a  few  words 
of  exhortation.  This  is  a  good  idea. 
Most  fairs  have  many  loud  speak¬ 
ers  blaring  forth  on  world  things.

Does  God  Guide 
The  Speaker  More 
Than  The  Writer 

Some  Brother  announces  that  he 
has  discarded  8unday  8chool  quar¬ 
terlies  and  proposes  to  teach  simply 
“the  Bible  plus  nothing  minus  noth¬ 
ing.”  This  is  not  as  virtuous  as  it 
sounds. 

We  know  a  man  who  voices  fre¬ 
quent  criticism  of  quarterlies.  But  he 
publishes  his  lesson  expositions  in  his 
paper  in  advance  of  the  time  they  are 
to  be  taught.  What  is  the  difference 
between  printing  a  lesson  in  a  paper 
and  printing  it  In  a  quarterly?  If  er¬ 
rors  in  exposition  are  made  or  are 
alleged,  may  he  not  commit  such 
errors  the  same  as  those  who  write 
the  quarterlies? 

A  pastor  demands  that  his  people 
discard  quarterlies.  Yet  no  doubt  in 
his  own  studies  he  refers  to  books  and 
other  publications  for  help.  The  de¬ 
sign  of  quarterlies  is  not  to  supplant 
the  Bible  but  to  help  in  the  study  of 
it.  This  brother  has  his  teachers' 
meetings.  In  these  meetings  he  gives 
his  exposition  of  the  Sunday  School 
lesson  as  he  wants  his  teachers  to 
present  it  the  following  Sunday.  He 
wants  his  teachers  to  remember  what 
he  says  and  even  asks  them  to  take 
notes.  Is  the  8plrit  more  apt  to  guide 
him  when  he  speaks  or  makes  notes 
and  more  apt  to  guide  the  teachers 
when  they  take  notes  after  him  than 
the  Spirit  is  apt  to  guide  the  brethren 
who  write  in  the  quarterlies?  Being 
human,  is  not  this  brother  liable  to 
err  now  and  then  even  as  these 
brethren  are? 

It  is  granted  that  quarterlies  some¬ 
times  make  mistakes  and  that  the 
Sunday  School  Board  sometimes 
makes  mistakes.  Being  human,  they 
are  liable  to  err  even  as  others  do. 
We  have  known  of  even  Baptist  pas¬ 
tors  and  churches  that  make  mis¬ 
takes!  But  by  and  large,  the  Sunday 
School  Board  and  the  quarterlies  are 
doing  a  wonderful  work.  Do  you  know 
that,  notwithstanding  such  errors  as 
it  may  make,  the  Sunday  School 
Board  is  looked  upon  in  theologically 
liberal  or  modernistic  circles  as  being 
so  conservative  or  sound  that  it  is 
hopelessly  mossback  and  out  of  date! 

This  sometimes  happens.  A  brother 
turns  the  cold  shoulder  to  our  Sunday 
8chool  literature  on  the  ground  of 
"guarding  my  people  against  heresy.” 
And  then,  this  brother,  by  his  belli¬ 
gerent,  divisive  spirit,  or  in  his  teach¬ 
ing  on  the  church  and  the  ordinan¬ 
ces,  or  by  his  uncooperative  attitude, 
or  along  the  line  of  missions,  or  in 
some  other  way,  sets  forth  a  worse 
heresy  than  that  which  he  condemns.

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1948  Church  Gifts 
Up  By  $83  Million 

BUCK  HILL  FALLS,  Pa.— American 
Protestants  contributed  over  $83,000,- 
000  more  to  their  churches  in  1948 
than  they  did  the  year  before. 

Figures  released  this  week  at  a  two- 
day  session  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  United  Stewardship 
Council,  representing  26-  major  Prot¬ 
estant  denominations,  showed  that 
Protestants  gave  $839,915,228  in  1948 
as  compared  to  $756,126,123  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year. 

The  contribution  statistics,  based  on 
the  records  of  52  denominations,  re¬ 
vealed  that  the  average  church  giver 
donated  $23.71  in  1948  contrasted  to 
$21.86  in  1947. 

While  church  giving  was  up,  con¬ 
tributions  to  foreign  missions  showed 
practically  no  gain.  For  “congrega¬ 
tional  expenses"  Protestants  averaged 
$17.72;  for  foreign  missions  $1.22  In 
1948.  The  year  before  donations  were 
$15.81  for  local  churches  as  com¬ 
pared  to  $1.05  for  overseas  work. 

In  his  report  to  the  executive  ses¬ 
sion,  Dr.  Harry  S.  Myers,  Council 
secretary,  said  that  "while  Americans 
are  conscious  of  the  inflation  here 
in  this  country,  they  apparently  do 
not  realize  that  inflation  abroad  is 
much  greater. 

“It  costs  more  to ‘support  a  mission 
abroad  than  it  did  five  years  ago  by 
a  very  large  per  cent,”  he  observed. 

"In  other  words,  contributions  to  be¬ 
nevolences  must  greatly  Increase  just 
to  let  us  stand  still.  The  opportunity 
for  work  in  mission  fields  was  never 
so  great  as  today."

The  Christian  Citizen's  League  in 
Pike  County  led  by  Rev.  James  A.

Baptist  Church,  Is  engaged  in  a  cru¬ 
sade  to  oust  beer  from  Pike  County. 
Their  petitions  have  been  filed  with 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  they 
are  doing  a  superb  Job  in  the  pros¬ 
ecution  of  their  campaign.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  work  with  them  all  last 
week,  speaking  in  the  churches  over 
the  county.  The  Christian  citizens  are 
giving  their  support.  There  are  but 
two  sides  to  the  question;  namely, 
Ood’s  side  and  the  devil’s  side,  and 
when  the  local  option  election  is 
held.  God’s  people  will  vote  dry.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  encouraging  thines 
about  beer  campaigns  In  strong  Chris¬ 
tian  counties.  The  one  main  reason 
why  we  fight  the  sale  of  beverage  al¬ 
cohol  is  that  It  is  wrong.  It  Is  against 
the  Bible.  God  Is  against  It.  The 
churches  are  against  it  therefore,  and 
all  Christian  folks  are  against  it  We 
urge  you  to  be  much  in  prayer  for 
a  great  victory  when  the  election  Is 
held. 


BEER  IN  GROCERY  STORES 

Many  sincere  Christian  people  are 
complaining  because  beer  is  being  sold 
through  grocery  stores.  No  true  Chris¬ 
tian  wants  to  lend  encouragement  to 
the  sale  of  beverage  alcohol,  and  no 
one  likes  to  be  around  where  it  is  be¬ 
ing  sold.  No  decent  respectable  citizen 
who  is  a  good  man  will  sell  the  stuff 
that  is  the  greatest  enemy  of  the 
home,  youth,  the  churches,  and  civil¬ 
ization.  Quite  a  number  of  people 
have  talked  to  us  about  this  situation 
expressing  their  disgust  upon  seeing  it 
in  the  grocery  stores  where  they 
bought  their  groceries. 

We  offer  two  suggestions  as  to  the 
solution  of  the  problem.  In  the  first 
place,  Christians  should  protest  the 
sale  of  beer  to  the  owner  or  manager 
of  the  store.  In  the  second  place,  we 
can  at  least  buy  our  groceries  from 
Christian  people  who  do  not  sell  beer. 
Tell  them  frankly  that  if  they  sell 
beer,  you  will  buy  your  groceries  else¬ 
where  and  then  do  it.  Christian  peo¬ 
ple  who  oppose  the  sale  of  beverage 
alcohol  should  refuse  to  patronize  any 
place  that  dispenses  it.  Otherwise,  we 
are  encouraging  their  business  and 
will  be  held  accountable  before  God. 
Of  course  the  sale  of  beer  through  the 
grocery  stores  is  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  distributors  to  put  beer 
in  the  ice  boxes  of  our  homes.  There
